A Proclamation gouchingcommon Mauliſters, 
and Brewers, RL 


He Kingsmoſt Excellent Mateſty hath taken into conſideration the

r IN manttold inconuentences that ariſe to this Kingdome by the exceſſine 
A Ro e/a/| nunberotperſons,who take vpon them the Art Emyſtery of Maul- 
Sg bY making in all parts oftheRealme, who trom time to time engroſſe 
land get into their hands ſuch quantities of Barley to tonuert into 
> || Pault, as often pꝛoduteth a ſcarcity of that kinde of Graine, which 

Y| fo the pooer ſo:tof people is their vſuall Bead the Markets 
| by meanes hereof are fozeſtalled and vnfurniſhed, and lundzy abuſes 
and deteipts are pzactiſed by them in the making of Mault in vnſea- 
ſonable moneths of the veare, and in leſſer ſpace of time in the Fatt, 
and Flooꝛe, then it can be perfectly made, and by making it of Mow-burnt , oꝛ ſpired Barlep, 
and by ſlack and deceitfull dꝛying thereof, and by mixing and ſelling of good and bad Mault to⸗ 
ether, and by putting to ſale okt Mault not well and ſufficiently troden, rubbed oz fanned 
rom the dzolle thereof, wherby it becommeth vnwholeſome and deceiptfull in the vſe, contrary 
to ſundzy good pꝛo viſions made by ſeverall Acts ofParliamentin that behalfe,andto the tom⸗ 
mon deceipt of this Kingdome and people; His Maieſtie out of his Pꝛintely care to refozme al⸗ 
well theſe euils, as ſundꝛy other vnlawfull pzactces now vſed in the making and ſelling 
of Mault,Hath thought fit (by the aduice of His pꝛiuy Countell) to leſſen their multitude, 
andtoappointand ſettle in fit places of the Realme acompetent number of meetperſons fo com- 
mon Maultſters, ſuch as being appꝛoued of by his Maieſties P2ziuy Councell,and after incoz- 
poꝛated and reduced bnder gouernment, in each County, may become bound tohis Maieſtie 
torefo:me the abuſes now commonly pzactiſed in that Trade, and to make and ſell good and 
wholeſome Mault, and at reaſonable pꝛites accozding to the law: And therekoze His Maielty 
doth hereby declare and publiſh His Royall will and pleaſure to be; And doth ſtraitly charge 
and command, that no perlon oꝛ perſons whatſoever now vling, oꝛ which hereafter (hall vie 
any other Trade oꝛ myſtery, ſhall vſe oz pꝛattite the Trade ofa common Maultſter, oꝛ (hall buy 
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Waͤrley 02 other Graine to mault it, and ſell it againe ; And that no perſons whatloener, in the 
moneths of June, July and Auguſt, oꝛ any of them doe conuert any Barley oꝛ other Grain 
into Mault to ſell; And that mother the proper and ſeaſonable moneths of the peare fo? 
maulting, theſame Mault ſhall haue in the making thereof (viz) in the Fatt, Flooꝛe, ſteeping 
and dꝛying thereof, the time and ſpace of thꝛee weekes at the leaſt, without which tune the lame 
cannot be well andperfectly made, noꝛ wholeſome foꝛ mans body: And that no perſons what⸗ 
ſoeuer that conuert any Graine into Mault to ſell,ſhall buy any Mault, to the intent to ſell the 
ſame againe. And His Maieſties pleaſure is, that no perſons whatſoeuer, from and after Chꝛiſt⸗ 
mas next, ſhall take upon them the Trade of common Maultſters, oꝛ ſhal make Mault to ſell, vn⸗ 
leſſe they ſhall be intoꝛpoꝛatedand reduced vnder the laid gonernment, noꝛ (ſhall vle the Trade of 
Maulting in any other Towne oz place then ſhall be aſſigned them by Hts Maieſties Pꝛiuie 
Councell, oꝛ His Commiſſioners in that behalfe. And in all and ſingular the pzciniſſes, His Ma- 
ieſtie requireth all due tonkoꝛmity and obedience of His Dubtects, vpon paine of His Maieſties 
high indignation and dilpleaſure, and ſuch penalties and puaiſhments as by the Lawes oz 
— "gi of the Realme, oꝛ otherwiſe may be inflicted on them koꝛ their contempts 02 neglects 
erein. 
Neuertheleſſe,His Maieſties intentions are, that it ſhall be lawfull foꝛ all perſons which ſhall 
haue ot their owne any Barley oꝛ Coꝛne growing, oꝛ any Tythe Coꝛne, oꝛ Vent torne reſer- 
ued upon any Leale oꝛ Demiſe, to conuert into Mault all oꝛ any ſuch Barley oꝛ Coꝛne, and to 
vent and ſell the ſame without reſtraint; And that any perſon oꝛ perſons ſhall and may buy any 
Coꝛne oꝛ Graine, and tonuert the ſame into Mault foꝛ the vſe and pꝛouiſion of his oꝛ their own 
hauſe oz family onely, any thing herein tonteined to the contrary thereof notwithſtanding. 
| And herein allo is Maieſtie doth farther declare his Royall Will and Pleaſure to be, That 
# if any Maultſters whatiocuer,already Incoꝛpoꝛated oꝛ Licenced, 02 hereatter to be Intoꝛpoꝛa⸗ 
| ted oꝛ Licenced,o2 any other perſons whatſoever,ſhall at any time oꝛ times hereafter, directly oꝛ 
indirectly,conſpire,combine,coucnant,o2 agree together, That they will not buy Barley, oꝛ other 
Gꝛaine toconuert to Mauit, noꝛ wiillell the ſame fo Maulted, but at ſet and certaine pꝛices limi⸗ 

| ted and appointed by and among? themlelues, whereby His Maieſties Dubtects ſhall be con- 
ſtramed to ſell their Baricy oz other Maulting Graine at low and cheape paices, and to buy their 
Mault at high and deare rates, oꝛ {hall maue v2 put in vre any other conſpiracy, combination, 

| pꝛattite, couenant, oꝛ agreement amongſt themiclues, oꝛ any of them, tendingto the Ynhauncing 
oꝛ abating of pzices, oꝛ other publique inconuemence, That then enery luch Coꝛpoꝛation, oz 

bs perſonslo Litented, oꝛ others whatloeuer lo conſpiring, combimng, pzactiſing, oꝛ agreeing to- 

| gether in letting of pꝛites (being ton victed thereot ſhall notonely meurre the fozfeitures, penal- 
ties, and puniſhments oꝛdained by the Lawes and Statutes of this Reaime in that behalfe, but 
ſhall be dilabled foꝛ enerafter to vſe that Trade, and ſhall be furtit7 pzoceeded againſt with all ſe- 
vere and exemplary pumſhment, which His Maieſtie will ſtrictly require to be exetuted on them. 
And whereas his Mateſtie hath like wiſe taken into toni eracion the mar ifold inconuenientes 
ariling to his Kingdome and people, koꝛ that Inn keepers, Alehoule keepers, Tauerners, 
Cookes, and other Uictuallers, doe take upon them to Bꝛew the Beere and Ale they vtter by 
Ketalle, and thereby, foꝛ their owne pꝛiuate lucre and gaine, and with the conſumption of double 
the Mault, and Fuell that is needkall, doe make ſtrong, heady, and unwholſome dꝛinkes, leruing 
rather foꝛ dꝛunkenneſle and exceſſe, then fozany good oꝛ neteſſary vle, and doe utter and Retaile 
the lame without keeping the Allize oꝛ pꝛites appointed by the Law; His Maieſtie inteneng 
refoꝛmationlikewile herein, is pleaſed toappoint and ſettle in fit plates in England and Wales, a 7, 4 5 


tonuenient number of common 282ewers, fuch as ſhall be allowed of by His Maieſties PainuieZ: ae ” * 
Countell, who being lkewile Intoꝛpoꝛated aud reduted vnder gouernment, may become bound 
| to his Maieſtie, as well to rekoꝛme the abuſes now commonly pꝛactiſed in that Trade, as to 
Bꝛew wholeſome Beere and Ale, and therein toobſcrue the Allile and paces appointed by the 
Lawesand Statu:ics of the Nealme, and who may alſo bꝛeed and bzing vp Appꝛentites in the 
ſame Trade. His Maieſtie there foꝛe by like aduite of His Pꝛiuie Countell, doth hereby erpzeſſe | 


and declarehis Royall Will and Pleaſure to be, and doth ſtraightly charge and command, That 
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no Jun-keeper , Alehouſe keeper, Zanerner, Cooheroꝛ Ulictualler whatſoener, inanyCounty, 
Citie, Borough, Towne Coꝛpoꝛate, oꝛ other place oꝛ plates Whatſoeuer, within the Realme of 
England, oꝛ Daminton of Wales, as weil within Liberties as without, from and after the Feaſt 
of S. Michael the Archangel! next comming, hall Bꝛew any Beere oz Ale, to vtter 02 ſell by 
Refaile, but Hall haue oꝛ reteiue theſame, ot oꝛ krom ſome common Bꝛewer, allowed and ſetled, 
oꝛ to be allowed and ſetled by His Mateltie,o2 by His Commiſſioners in that behalke. Meuerthe⸗ 
leſſe, His Maieſties intentions are, That in luch plates where there (hall be no luch common 
W2ewers allowed, o2 being allowed, they Will not ſerue the laid Inn keepers, Alehoule⸗ 
keepers, and other Uictualiers with Beere and Ale, by carrying and delinering of the ſame at 
their ſeuerall houſes, that in euery [uch place onely,andinnone other, it ſhall be lawfull foꝛ any 
the ſaid Inn keepers, Tauerners, Aichouſe-acepers, and Uictuallers, to Bꝛew their owne 
Beere 02 Ale, and to ſell the ſame by Retaile, as heretofoze they haue done; Any thing herein 
contained to the contrary notwithſtanding, 

And His Maieſtie doth hereby further declare; That euery ſuch perſon as (hall be allowed, as 
akoꝛeſaid, foza common 28:ewer, ſhall not belicenced oꝛ allowedto make his owne Mault, noꝛ 
(hall vſe the Trade ofa common Maultſter, Cooper, noꝛ any other Trade; And that euery per- 
ſonſc cobeallowed foꝛa conmonB2ewer,ſhail make andſell wholſome Beere and Ale, and ſhall 
ſell and vtter the lame at reaſonable pꝛizes, and ſhall keepe the Aſſize thereof accozding to the 
Lawes and Statutes of the Realine; And to theſe his Maieſties Royall commands, His 
Maieſtie doth ikewiſe require of all His Subiects, all due confoꝛmitie and obedience, as they ten- 
ber His high diſpleaſure, and ſuch puniſhments as thall be meet foꝛ their contempts. 

Pꝛouided alwaies, that theſe pꝛeſents, oꝛ any thing herein concerning Bꝛewing, ſhall not extend 
to the Citie of London, oꝛ foure miles diſtance of the ſame. And His Maieſtie doth laſtly require 
and command all Juſtices of the Peace, Bayozs, Sheriffes, Bailiffes, Conſtables, Head- 
boꝛoughes, and all other His Maieſties Officers and Miniſters, to take care in their ſeuerall pla⸗ 
tes, that his Maieſties Royall pleaſure herein declared, may be duely perkoꝛmed, as they tender 


is Maieſties ſeruite.
